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This Week in NYC 


The Broadway playhouse situat- 
ion settled down to normal with sched- 
uled openings and closings. During the 
entire summer 16 Broadway plays con- 
tinued to run and business was so good 
that not one closed. Now with a heavy 
weekly calendar the weaker productions 
are forced to close and/or go on tour. 
Happy Town closed after 5 performances 
at a reported loss of $350,000, and Moon- 
birds closed after 3 performances at a 
loss of $100,000. Billy Barnes Revue 
closed Oct 17, and J, B, closes Oct 24 
prior to tour . Raisin in the Sun moved 
to the Belasco, Majority of One moved 
to Barrymore.

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DIGESTS OF CURRENT NYC THEATRE REVIEWS 


At the pee of A Hat -Golden 10/8, 6 pro- and 1 
con- Times- filed on two man British revue team of 
Michael Flanders and Donald Swann presented by Alex- 
ander Cohen-Joseph Levine. Most raved over witty , 
literate material and charming presentation and many 
commented favorably on the showmanship touches of 
London theatre life added for the "Nine O'Clock Theatre." 
Kerr, Herald Tribune, rated it a daffy and delightful even- 
ing with lively, witty, literate, ingratiating, explosively 
funny, excellent companions. Chapman, News, applauded 
them as graceful, expert and irresistible. Coleman, Mir- 
ror, enjoyed it as satire at its best, intelligent and ingrat- 
iating. Watts, Post, marked the songs brilliant, witty , 
sharp comic and the cast utterly delightful. Aston, World 
Telegram & Sun, admitted there wasn't much variety ex- 
cept for the walk on of a beautiful girl carrying a hat, but 
he okayed merry, sharp, adult, egghead evening. McClain, 
Journal American, noted that he was eating crow because 
he thought such entertainment was night club material, 
Instead he filed rave notice for bright, engaging evening 
of theatre. Sole dissenter was Atkinson, Times, who thought 
two hours with the humorous intelligence of the team was 
too long for the key of literate raillery does not vary much 
all evening. It lacked the broad lunancy of Victor Borge 
and the devastating elegance ot Comden and Green. 


Cheri-Morosco 10/12. 7 con filed on Anita Loos' 
adaptation of two Colette novels with Kim Stanley and 
Horst Buchholz, staged by Robert Lewis and presented 
by Playwrights Co. and Lewis. 6 of the notices gave full 
credit to Stanley and Bucholz for magnificent perform - 
ances, with only Kerr, Herald Tribune, panning them also, 
Mildest of the con votes was Atkinson, Times, who cheered 
the gorgeous performances of the leading players, but feared 
that as drama it lacked vibrancy, looking like a contrived on- 
stage romance. Kerr stated that Stanley is simply wrong 
for the role, she is not, never was, and never will be a cocotte, 
while Buchholz lacks the ability to believe in private emotions. 
The entire company is so cast to type that it is hard to believe 
in any of them, summed Herald Tribune critic. Chapman, News, 
suggested that a very French and wonderfully elegant musical 
movie could be made of the script with the current company, 
but otherwise he splendid production and portrayal by Stanley 
was wasted. Coleman, Mirror, panned it as a rambling, old- 
fashioned French thesis play without a thesis in which Buchholz 
only pouts. He wished Marcel Ayme would have dropped in and 
turned the inmates of this menagerie into moonbirds. Watts, 
Post, also marked proceedings a waste of talent. Aston, WTS, 
billed it as unconscionable claptrap, and McClain, Journal Am- 
erican, thought something of the meaning was lost in its move 
across the ocean ,for there is nothing compelling in the way of 
a play. 


Moonbirds- Cort 10/9-10/10-. 1 pro- News- and 6 con 
filed on new comedy-fantasy by Marcel Ayme, adapted by John 
Pauker, staged by Leo Kerz and produced by Kerz-George Jus- 
tin-Harry Belafonte which closed after 3 performances. Wally 
Cox, Michael Hordern, Joseph Buloff were featured in cast 
directed by Kerz. Sole pro voter Chapman, News, recommended 
it to true theatregoers for its sharp wit, sudden humor and sever- 
al expert performances . First act was a delightful stretch of the 
imagination; but author needed a new idea for his second act, he 
suggested. Majority thought author had a one-joke idea of turning 
people into birds, and not much more. Atkinson, Times, panned it 
as a heavy footed romp, almost meaningless and thoroughly dull. 
Crist, Herald Tribune, termed cast adequate in show which never 
got off the ground. Coleman, Mirror, thought good idea was lost 
in translation. Watts, Post, listed it as humorless and hopeless, 
McClain, Journal American, okayed first act but found it contriv- 
ed after that, Hordern he termed magnificent. Aston, WTS, also 
found some sly , fresh moments, but generally it was repetitive 


Happy Town- 54th St- 10/7-10/10. 7 cons filed on new 
musical which closed after 5 performances. Book was adapted 
by Max Hampton, lyrics by Harry Haldane, music by Gordon 
Duffy, staged by Allan Buckhantz, presented by Buckhantz and 


Mitchell May with Biff McGuire and Lee Venora, Unanimous 
verdict was that performers tried very hard with awful mater- 
ial , all elements of the production coming in for adverse views, 
Atkinson, Times, summed it profoundly uninteresting, dull musical 
that nothing can help. Kerr, Herald Tribune, okayed likeable per- 
formers, but little more. He did wonder why rich Texas backers 
skimped on bad and little scenery, 4 jokes and 1 dance number 
used 3 times, Chapman, News, enjoyed comic Tom Williams but 
otherwise marked it off as hard-working but flat. McClain, Jour- 
nal American, compared it as boring in its sheer mediocrity as 
the spectacular bomb of recent seasons Porto Fino. Watts, Post, 
labeled it a resounding musical comedy disaster, the best he can 
say was that it was terrible Aston, WTS, found it virtually all 
bad, wasting cast's talents. Coleman, Mirror, enjoyed debut of 
Cindy Robbins, but otherwise show was pedestrian on all counts,

4 pro- Herald 
Tribune, Post, World Telegram & Sun, Journal American- and 
l con- Times- filed on revival of 1957 Ray Lawler play present- 
ed by Sidney Bernstein- Washington Arena Stages, staged by 
Alan Schneider with Dana Elcar, Louise Latham. Majority felt 
current Off Broadway production was better than original Broad- 
way cast of Australians which included the author. Their reasons 
for this opinion were diverse. Crist, Herald Tribune, enjoyed the 
exciting and deeply moving drama , withthe only the variety of 
accents, Watts, Post, okayed the current production as forceful 
and well-acted revival, clearer than the original because of the 
lack of the confusing Cockney accents. Cast is first rate and 
and direction is vigorous. Krisher, WTS, thought it better than 
the original because thanks to excellent direction and fine per- 
formances it touches a spark of universality that it never seemed 
to approach the first time. O'Connor, Journal American, suggested 
that under the sensitive, knowing direction of Schneider it came to 
life, something the original never did. Dissenter Atkinson, Times, 
filed a mild con, fearing play is still about shallow, uninteresting 
people, though current cast members seem to do better than the 
Australian cast members. Times man also noted that cast again 
seems to be working too hard on accents, 


Mis-Guided Tour- Downtown 10/12. 1 pro-Journal Am- 
erican- and 5 con- Times, Herald Tribune, Mirror, Post, 
World Telegram & Sun- filed on new musical revue written 
and directed by James Allen Reid, presented by Reid and 
Robert Feldstein. Sole affirmative notice from O'Connor , 
Journal American, approved of lively-up-to-date fun with 
fine cast, songs and music. He particularly enjoyed Bryan 
O'Byrne and Michael Fesco. Critic also noted that first night 
Off Broadway audience was dressed better than usually seen. 
Negative views were mostly on mild side blaming pedestrian 
material rather than attractive performers. Calta, Times, 
believes it was devoid of wit, urbanity and good comic sense, 
though he marked "Buzzi" as a comic with a Nancy Walker 
quality. Crist, Herald Tribune, feared the travel topics soon 
ran thin and the padding weighed down the show with its earn- 
est cast, Coleman, Mirror, marked material a little wet and 
sticky, he also noted "Buzzi" as promising. Krisher, WTS, 
mildly enjoyed first act, but thought material was too strain- 
ed after that . Herridge, Post, concluded revue was consistent 
in maintaining its mediocrity throughout, with most of the mat- 
erial more suitable for a Ladies Club tea than Off Broadway. 


The Egotist- Blackfriars- 10/13, 2 con- Times, Journal 
American- filed on on Nobel Prize winner Francois Mauriac's 
drama translated by Ursule Molinaro, staged for Blackfriars 
Guild by Dennis Gurney. Calta, Times, thought there were some 
good performances by Jann Schumacher, Margaret Andrews and 
Darrell Stewart, he feared characters lack flesh and blood, and 
play lacks urging emotion and ironic depts of effective theatrical 
work, While McClain, Journal American, panned both play and 
players, Play is inept and cast is quite obviously unschooled, 
It seemed odd to him that the whole caboodle should have been 
permitted a public airing.

PROS & CONS BY TMK 


At the Drop of a Hat is a delightful, witty and very funny 
two man revue . The introductions to the slightly insane songs 
slyly comment on today's newspaper headlines and present a 
form of deft satire missing from current American revue tries. 
The extra bits ot showmanship presented at this introduction of 
Alex Cohen's "Nine O'Clock Theatre" which in addition to the 
9 PM start included tea served during intermission anda real 
life British bobby and London newsdealer in the lobby add up to 
a full evening of enjoyable theatre, be it British or American. 
Why at least one couple on the second night still had to arrive 
after 10 PM is a question of rudeness that will probably never 
be solved on either side of the ocean.

The Great God Brown is simply first class theatre in 
each and every department. Brilliant acting by the superbly 
talented young company, tender stirring direction by Stuart 
Vaughan, aided by the experienced teamwork of set, light and 
music directors help Phoenix Theatre start its season on a 
high point that may be hard to duplicate this season. That the 
1926 O'Neill drama is a difficult play with an ambiguous finale 
is hardly news. As the author is not around to fix his own third 
act critics and audience have to accept it and try to understand 
it as best they can,

Cheri is.a dull, humorless, literal adaptation of the 
Colette novels featuring a showpiece display of histronics 
by Kim Stanley and little else of interest. The situation 
and characters are at best grotesque and never much fun. 
The author assuming that we know all about the background 
of the period does not give sufficient detail to set the story 
in its proper perspective, while her work itself lacks a 
point of view inherent in the original novels.

Moonbirds was an interesting attempt at what might 
have been a first class fun-fantasy if given the proper pace 
and tongue in cheek direction. Blame the adaptor of the in- 
genious Marcel Ayme tale and/or the dispute which forced 
the producer to replace the original director as stager two 
weexs prior to the NY debut, the result is what might have 
been a hilarious evening's romp was only mildly entertain- 
ing. Broadway may not be ready for a humorous avant 
garde play and Off Broadway may have been a better locat- 
ion,

Happy Town was a collection of bad fragments from 
past and ancient musicals tied together with an inane plot, 
dull characters and unfunny dialogue. An army of young 
performers worked very hard but never had a chance with 
the fourth rate material. The musical attempt to do for 
Texas what the Rodgers and Hammerstein musical did for 
its neighbor state was backed by a group of wealthy Texas 
oil magnates who will never miss the reported $350, 000 
loss. It is sad that they couldn't have been satisfied with 
spending this sum on a handsome new community theatre 
in Texas, whose first tenant could have been, naturally, 
a professional company of Oklahoma.

The newest addition to the Lincoln Center project 
of a bandshell and paved area capable of seating 4500 
might be important news to theatre fans if a plan is form- 
ulated by which theatre projects will share the new park 
with musical projects. Naturally the Park isn't going to 
be turned over immediatly to Joe Papp's deserving NY 
Shakespeare Festival, but it is hoped that some plan is 
worked out by which this group and other worthy groups 
will have access to it.
